WASHINGTON, March 25—A 
committee of the lgading local offi- 
cials in French Guiana pjasvseht 
a cable message to GenereY Charle, 
de Gaulle, Fighting French ade 
urging that he and Gener enri 
Honoré Giraud, civil and ilitary 
commander in North Africa, agree 
upon a Governor for Guiana, ac- 
cording to information reaching 
General Giraud's military mission 
here today. 

Each has named a Governor for 
the French colony in South Amer- 
ica, Jean Rapenne having been 
chosen by General Giraud and 
Emile Bertaut by General de 
Gaulle, but the committee asked 
the rival French leaders to com- 
pose their differences, at least to 
the extent of naming one Gover- 
nor for French Guiana. The com- 
mittee called Generals de Gaulle 
and Giraud “the two leaders of 
Fighting France.“ 

M. Rapenne is understood to be 
on his way to Guiana from Algiers, 
while M. Bertaut was to be sent 
from the Cameroons. y -
